Overcoming the Fear of Failure 


BY LESLIE J. NASON, ED. D.

Fear of. failure contributes to 


the underachieyement of more 
students than is generally rec- 
ognized. 


"We try to put no pressure on 


our children," a parent will say. 
"We do not chide them into 
trying to live up to our 
successes. There is no reason 
for them to be tense because of 
pressures from us." 


BUT, the pressure of living in 


a family of successful parents, 
or successful older brothers and 
sisters is still there. 


The underachieving student 


knows that he is not reaching 
the standards held by his 
family, his teachers and his 
classmates. He knows that he is 
not being a satisfactory repre- 
sentative of his family or 
school. K his grades are too low 
for college he knows it. 


These pressures and anxieties 


make a student tense, inhibit his 
actions and interfere with learn- 
ing. In fact, fear of failure can 
cause failure. 


Fear can have an adverse 


effect on a student's behavior in 
each of the following activities 
that affect scholarship: 


1. The reticense of a student 


afraid to recite in class fre- 
quently is not associated with 
actual fear. 


2. The child who draws 


be due to a student's fear that 
he lacks the capacity to reach 
adequate ones. 


5. Reluctance to change to 


more efficient study procedures 
may be due to fear that the new 
ones will lead to less satisfac- 
tory results than those with 
which he is familiar. 


Individualized programs must 


be planned to eliminate the 
block caused by these fears.

Well laid plans will drive

Your Money*! Worth 
Shifting Deductions Can Help Save Taxes

A simple but effective way to 


cut your tax bill is to shift your 
actual expenses between 1966 
and 1967 to get the maximum 
benefit out of your optional 
deduction. In summary, your 
goal should be to bunch your 
actual deductions into one of the 
two years to make your total 
itemized deductions bigger than 
your optional deduction for that 
year. 


To show you how this can 


work, say your adjusted gross 


I income is about $9.000 a year) But now you do some year- 
and that, up to now, you already 
have paid real estate taxes, 
medical expenses, contributions, 
etc., totalling $800. In* Decem- 
ber, you get bills for another 
$800 of such expenses. Normal- 
ly, you would hold off paying 
these December bills until Jan- 
uary. Your itemized deductions 
for each year would be 1800, 
while your 10 per cent standard 
deduction for each year would 
be $900. You would take the $900 
! standard deduction each year. 
| giving you total deductions 
$1,800 for 1966 and 1967.

Hie result is that your itemized 
expenses for 1966 will amount to 
$1,600, giving you a far bigger 
deduction man the $900 stan- 
dard. Even though this switch 
slashes your 1967 itemized ex- 
penses, you still are entitled to 
deduct the 10 per cent standard 
of $900 in 1967. You have a total 
deduction of $2,500 over the two 
years instead of only $1,800. 


This year-end planning ma- 


neuver can also-work in reverse 
if your expenses in 1966 are too 
low to be brought above the 
optional deduction. Say your 


adjusted gross income Is $9,000 
a year and so far in 1966, you 
have had only about $100 in 
actual expenses. You are billed 
for $750 of expenses in Decem- 
ber. If you pay in 1966. these 
expenses 
will be completely 


useless as tax deductions, for 
you'll take your $900 standard 
deduction anyway. But if you 
can postpone payment until 
January, your actual 1967 ex- 
pense total may come to more 
than $900 and give you a chance 
for a bigger deduction. 


Shift Payments 


Shifting of medical expense 


payments from one year to 
another offers another opportu- 
nity to chaage a non-deductible 
expense into a deductible item. 
This will work when your 


itemized deductions are larger 
than your optional deduction. 


If you are under 65, your 


medical expenses are wasted up 
to 3 per cent of your adjusted 
gross income. If you are in this 
age group and your adjusted 
gross income is $9,000. >ou 
cannot deduct the first $270 of 
medical and dental expenses for 
1966. So your tax planning 
should be similar to that for 
obtaining the maximum benefit 
from your optional deduction. 
Try to bunch your medical 
expense payments into the one 
year which will give you the 
best itemized medical deduc- 
tion. 


If, say. your adjusted gross 


income runs about $9,000 a year 
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and your medical, expenses run 
about $250 a year, you nevef 
will get any deduction for your 
medical expenses, because your 
medical expenses never exceed 
$270. But suppose that $200 of 
your medical expenses in 1966 
will be dental work to be done 
this December. If you shift the 
work to January 
or delay 


paying the bill until January, 
you will create a tax saving j 
which can cover part of your 
expense. The $200 payment for 
dental work will be added to 
your usual $250 of 1987 medical 
expenses for a total of $450. You 
will be able to deduct as an 
itemized medical expense in 


1967 the excess of $450 over 
$270, or $180. The tax saving 
will help pay your dental bill 
and it won't cost you a penny to 
make this year-end switch. 


One warning, though: you 


cannot prepay and deduct in 
1966 for medical or dental work 
which will not be done until 
1967.

The commonest is the procto- 


scope, inserted through the 
rectum, aad into the bowel. The 
doctor can see the condition of 
the membrane, the source of 
bleeding if there has been some, 
polyps, the presence of ulcers. 
Small amounts of material can 
be taken for analysis — bacte- 
ria samples, or tiny bits of< 
tissue. Polyps, if within reach, 
can be readily removed. 


Most often used through the 


mouth 
is the bronchoscope 


which permits examination of 
the larger bronchial tubes and 
the detection of polyps, ulcers, 
signs of cancer. Again, samples 
can be taken for .laboratory 
examination or cultures, within 
range of the 'instrument. It 
doesn't tell everything: Chest X- 
rays and sometimes other tests 
are necessary for more remote 
parts of the lungs. 


A more specialized scope is 


the laryngoscope, for direct 
examination of the voice box, to 
look for or inspect such things 
as tumors, cancer, or conges- 
tion. 


A gastroscope is used for the 


stomach. 


Still another is the peritoneo- 


scope, which is inserted (under 
local anesthesia) through the 
wan of the abdomen to examine 
tumors or such organs as the 
liver or ovaries — not that it 
can tell everything about these 
organs, but it can reveal a good 
deal. 


The scopes obviously have to 


be equipped with miniature 
lights at the end, and the 
amount of information can be 
intensely valuable and obtained 
•swiftly. 


In the hands of a skilled 


operator these scopes cause a 
minimum of discomfort. Those 
inserted down the throat require 
a local anesthetic, but this is 
not required for the proctoscope 
or the anoscope which is a 
somewhat similar instrument 
but not intended to reach as far 
into the bowel.

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Renewed Cry 
Expected for 
Women Priests 


Papal Concession 
Granted for Nuns 
To Give Communion 


By BENNET M. BOLTON 
VATICAN CITY (AP) — Re- 


cent papal permission for nuns 
to give each other communion 
in: regions lacking priests is ex- 
pected to spark a renewed cry 
for women priests. 


An ordained female priest- 


hood in the Roman Catholic 
Church is the ultimate goal of at 
least one women's group. Some 
Catholic women smart under a 
feeling of secondary status with- 
in Church law — and the pon- 
tiffs decision on the nuns could 
be used to argue for further 
concessions. 


Pope Paul VI ruled that any 


Mother Superior in a mission- 
land convent could distribute 
the sacrament if no priest was 
available. But he said it must be j 
done within the convent, only 
for other nuns, only for as long 
as a priest is absent, and with- 
out any power to consecrate the 
communion bread. 


Priest's Function 


Such consecration forms the 


heart of the Roman Catholic 
Mass and is the special function 
of the priest. Latin-American 
bishops, especially from Brazil 
and Chile, had asked during the 
Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council 


that missionary priests be al- 
lowed to consecrate many com- 
munion hosts and leave them 
behind at convents for the nuns 
to use. 


Pressure for steps far beyond 


that were exerted in 1965 during 
the final months of the council 
by the St. Joan's International 
Alliance, a suffragette group 
that began in 1911 with a votes- 
for-women drive. Today its 2,000 
members are fighting for femi- 
nine equality in the Church. 


Their literature and lectures 


say the alliance realizes that 
"only in the fullness of time and 
when the Church is ready" will 
women be allowed to receive 
sacred orders and perform the 
ministries of priests — offer 
Mass, give sacraments, hear 
confession. 


Removed Inequities 


Meanwhile, they are busy 


with a drumfire of reminders 
arid an intermediate campaign 
seeking removal of alleged ine- 
quities. 


For example, the London- 


based Alliance rails against a 
cumber of remarks in the epis- 
tles of St. Paul which hold wom- 
en as inferiors. It chafes at ear- 
ly Church writers, like the 3rd- 
century theologian Origen, who 
described women as deficient in 
reason, ignorant and unreliable. 


The St. Joan's group, crusad- 


ing with the French soldier- 
sainte as its inspiration, has 
been going after the Vatican's 
commission for revising church 
law. 


. Its sights are on such canons 
in the code as the one that says 
tie marriage blessing is intend- 
ed to strengthen the bride in 
keeping faithful to her husband. 
The alliance wants the husband 
included in that blessing, too. 


But few theologians at the 


Vatican expect to see women! 
priests in the Church for years 
to come — if ever. They regard 
the priestly vocation as apply- 
ing best to men because of its 
nature and demands. 


One critic likes to cite as his 


favorite argument against wom- 
en priests: 


"How many women can you 


think of who, despite the seal of 
the confessional, would be will- 
ing to tell their sins to another 
woman?"

From the days when pioneer Anne Pickett stirred up 


her first batch of cheese for selling in her log cabin "fac- 
tory" at Lake Mills, cheese making has been steadily gain-' 
ing ground as a major Wisconsin industry.

Woud it be constitutionally 


permissible to circumscribe 
the freedom of expression of a 
voluntary group which es- 
pouses causes that may bene- 
fit or damage one candidate or 
one party? Anybody who has 
reflected on the idea of money 
controls in politics, and there 
are encouragingly many, can 
recite other complexities of 
the problem. 


Yet there are comparatively 


easy reforms within the reach 
of state lawmakers now, if 
they care to act, and it 
remains to be seen if they do. 
The implicit assumption of 
half a century ago was the 
excessive spending would be 
more effectively policed with 
full public information about 
the facts — entirely aside 
from 
the merits of gross 


e x p enditure 
disbursement. 


Who makes the contributions? 
How is the money spent? 
Where is it spent? Who is 
being paid? These have been 
intended to be in the public 
domain. But the regulations 
covering the reporting system 
are lax, with the result that 
publicity is spasmodic, diffi- 
cult and unreliable.
